Typhoid Fever Controlled. 


Three years ago the field men of the 


Geological Survey, as well as some of 
the office force, took advantage of the 
offer of the War Department to supply 
officially antityphoid serntn, and prac- 
tically the eutire force of men was in- 
oculated. Since that time, .as far as 
reported, there has been no serious ease 
of typhoid [ever among those inocu- 
lated. Two cases of typhoid among 
the toposrapic engineers indicate the 
great effectiveness of this inoculation. 
In botu these cases the men simply 
felt "off feed" for a couple or three 
days and refused to go on the sick list; 
in fact typhoid would not have been 
suspected In either case except that in 
one of them somebody suggested the 
possibility, aud an exhaustive hospital 
examination, blood-test, etc., showed 
that the engineer had a theoretically 
well developed case of tyhhoid, the 
practical results of which, however, 
failed to incapacitate him for duty, so 
that he did uot even go to bed for one

Persian Agriculture. 


The grreat arid wastes of Persia 


would lead one to believe that the 
country does not produce sufficient 
grain to supply the needs of its popu- 
lation. Siicu, however, is not the case, 
and considerable quantities of grain 
are exported each year. The principal 
grains grown are wheat, barley and 
rice. Coru is planted in small quanti- 
ties, but is used only for roasting ears. 
Oat* and rye are seldom sown. Ex- 
cept along the Caspian coast, Persian 
agriculture is dependent almost entire- 
ly on iriigarion. The agricultural im- 
plements used in Persia are of the most 
primitive kind. Plows are made from 
forts of small trees, with tlie addition 
of an iron share. It Is stated to be doubt- 
ful, however, whether the yield of 
grain would be greatly increased by 
using- modern plows, as there is no sod 
and thi? crude Implement seems to stir 
tlie soil faii-lv well-

country, containing over 17.000 vol- 
umes "relating to every conceivable 
puaseof the great American conflict. 
It is the property of Colonel Johu Page 
Nicholson, recorder of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion, in the 
Flanders Building, and for many years 
chairman of the' Gettysburg Battle- 
field Commission, who started Hie col- 
lection a half-century ago and is still 
adding the latest books, which even 
st this late day are being written on 
the subject. 


Not only is Colonel Nicholson's li- 


brary unique because of its complete- 
ness, out a number of valuable auto- 
graph letters: of the various generals 
and other officials, 
original orders, 


unpublished reports, nave been insert- 
ed in many of the vommes, addmKto 
their priceless value. 


These, of course, could not oe dupli- 


cated^ neither could the pamphlets 
printed during the war. Some of the 
additional matter include original war- 
maps, used at army headquarters, 
personal narratives and official papers, 
including the reports of courts-martial 
and courts of inquiry, 


The collection was started by Colonel 


Nicholson when he returned from the 
war in 1865. Be vras invited to the 
famous meetings of the "Le Cercle 
autour du Foele" in Pennmgton's 
book shop on Washington Square on 
the site now occupied by the Curtis 
Publishing Company. 


At that time Penuingtou's store was 


famous throughout the country for its 
clientele. 
Around a large circular 


Biove some o: the country's noted lit- 
erary men congregated and discussed 
various tubjects. It was there that 
Colonel Nicholson, then a young man, 
Tubbed elbows aud listened to such 
men as Oliver Wendell Homes and 
Longfellow, who invariably stopped 
off at Penniugtoo's while in. this city. 


There also oieu noted in the world 


of art and statesmen sat in the big, 
comfortable armchairs, smoked their 
tiipes and partook of the quaint charm 
of the place. After the war many dis- 
cussions arose in Penniugton's, in 
which Professor George Allen, of the 
University of Peoosyivama, acknow- 
ledged an authority on military mat- 
lers, was trie leading spirit. 


These discussions often included 


Charles Sumner, Dr. Samuel Lewis, 
Wlnthiop dergeaut, William Kussei 
West, General Franz Sigel, William 
Henry itawle, Professor Charles J. 
fitiile and John W. Wallace. 


It was while attending these affairs 


that Colonel Nicholson 
decided, to 


start his collection. At that time there 
were not as many books printed on 
the subject as in later years. 


Included in the horary Is the Comte 


de Paris' history of the civil war, of 
the original edition, which OoloneJ 
Nicholson has also translated, Into 
which have been inserted two por- 
traits and eight autograph letters of 
the author relating to the wort, and 
ihe Count's manuscript of Volume 
VIII of the French edition. 


Three of the most valued volumes 


are Grant's Memoirs, Sheridan's Me- 
moirs and Pennypaeker's Life of 
Meade, into which have been Inserted 
a number of autograph letters, original 
maps aud illustrations. 


In Grant's Memoirs are to be found 


a letter from Grant to General Pem- 
berton, dated Vickshurg, March 2. 
1S63 ; S2 plates, eight maps and several 
reviews aud cuttings. The copy of 
Sheridan's Memoirs is also valuable 
because It is an autograph copy pre- 
sented 
by the author to Colonel 


Nicholson, and contains among other 
things -57 autograph letters. 


There are many of the original war 


maps, which have been incorporated 
in the volumes leryting to the cam- 
paigns conducted ' In that territory . 
Among these are General Meade's 
copy of the Gettysburg territory used 
in 1863, and another map of Gettys- 
burg used by Meade in IS65- 


In Dabney's Life of "Stonewall';

is also Intened tbe original copy of a

thoae suffering from the grippe.—Lit- 
tle Talks on Health & Hygiene by 
Samuel G. Dixon, M. D , LL.

Winter Work in the Orchard. 


The winter season need not neces- 


sarily be a period of inactivity in the 
orchard, as is commonly supposed, as 
both pruning and spraying can be 
done to good advantage at any time 
during the dormant season, and thus 
get this work out of the way so that 
the essential work of the springtime 
can receive the attention of orchard- 
ists. 


Zoologist H. A. Surface, of the De- 


partment of Agriculture says 
that 


trees can be pruned just as well aud 
as successfully in U e late fall, or at 
any time during the winter, as in the 
spring time. For trees that have been 
planted during the fall, tne fall aud 
Winter pruning is very important aud 
essential. For any trees or vines that 
are liable to be covered with ice or 
snow, and broken 
by the 
heavy 


weight, it is better to do the pruning 
before such ioad comes upon them. 


The winter is the slack season on 


the farm, but pruning is a necessary 
operation In the orchard and by doing 
this work at any time when the 
weather Is not too severe a man can 
get over an orchard of considerable 
area. He could not give proper atten- 
tion to this work if he is obliged to 
wait until spring. 
Brush pruned 


during the winter can be properly 
gathered and burned at any time and 
thus taken out of the way for the 
spring work. 


By pruning before spraying there is 


a great saving of labor and spray ma- 
terial. 
Branches that are too long 


can be pruned off: extra or superflu- 
ous branches are removed ; trees are 
properly shaped; dense tops 
that 


would keep spray material from uni- 
formly covering the 
branches are 


opened by the pruning. A tree that 
has been properly pruned can be 
sprayed in much less time and with 
much less material than one that has 
been left unpruued. 


Spraying can be done with the boil- 


ed hme-suifur solution, either com- 
mercial or homemade, at any time 
when the weather is not too cold to 
freeze the material before it dries on 
the branches. It Is advisable to spray 
all trees of stone iruits ; aud if there 
be scale Insects, eggs of canker worms, 
teut-caterpillaas or plant lice, or other 
pests present, the pome fruits, (apple, 
pear aud quince) should be sprayed 
when dormant. If pests are not pre- 
sent the dormant spray for the pome 
fruit trees is not necessary-

dynamite e.\ plosion is usually greatest 
downward. Thus a stick of dynamite 
exploded on a rock without being cov- 
ered will shatter the rock, but will pro- 
duce little effect in other directions 
Like all explosives, dynamite must bo 
Inclosed to produce its maximum ef- 
fects. Dynamite is sometimes prepar- 
ed in granular form for producing cer- 
tain explosive effects, but its action i-^ 
too rapid and intense for use in rides 
or caimou.—American Druggist

There are more than half a million children very much like those in this picture in the rural schools ot 


Pennsylvania. 


Each year the medical inspectors of the State Department of Health examine some five hundred thousand of 


these children. The results show that over 70 per cent have one or more physical defects. 


In the above picture there are two children who have defects of the eyes .-which, were not known until after 


the examination was made. The picture was not especially posed. The children were told to stand for recitation, 
and when they were in an easy attitude the picture was taken. The little girl third from the right was nea*<- 
Bighted. The boy fourth from the left far-sighted. Neither of these children had ever had their eyes examine<L 


Children suffering from unrecognized defects are often seriously handicapped in the effort to keep up with 


their fellows, and in many instances the dull children are not those whose mental capacity is less, but those who 
through inability to see or hear find study and recitation difficult. 
It makes them poor students. 
Once thes« 


physical defects are corrected they have no difficulty in holding their own with the other members of their classes. 
Following is a letter from a teacher in Brie County, and is typical of many received by Commissioner of Health 
Samuel G. Dixon: 


"The majority of children examined were benefited by it 
The trouble and expense of the examination of our 


school was more than repaid by the benefit derived by one child. She was positively stupid in her recitations and 
•was falling in her grade. Upon the report of the medical Inspector she was operated upon in our local hospital, 
end notwithstanding her loss of time she has completed with ease two years' work in less than one year's tima, 
proving that a bright mentality can be fogged by special conditions which can be remedied."

The details of the murder of F. C. 


Avery, who worked at the Button- 
wood Stock Farm and who ran his 
horse. ''Asa Dan forth.'' at nearby 
fairs, 
are 
coming 
to 
light. The 


'Gainsville Sun'' of Dec. i6th. 1915. 
gives the following facts: 


When the rubbish and loose dirt in 


a stall was raked away the body of F 
C. Avery was disclosed wrapped in 
one of the blankets he used to pro- 
tect his beloved horse and a story of 
henious crime was unearthed. 
The 


skull was battered and the heart al- 
most cut in two by a knife wound. 


On December 
T4th 
a searching 


part}- went to the fair grounds in 
search of Avery's body, whose negro 
helper. Willie Turner, had secured 
the shipment of the horses to Wash- 
ington and appeared there represent- 
ing: himself as Avery. The most na- 
tural thing, the party decided, wa.-, 
for the murderer to bury the body in 
one of the horse stalls, which theory 
led to its discovery in a stall recently 
erccted and standing some distance 
from 
where Avery's horses were 


quartered. 
The odor revealed the 


fact that the body was buried for 18 
days the length of time Avery was 
missing, and lay only about a foot 
beneath the surface. 
Preparations 


were then made for an inquest and 
the police in Washington ordered to 
obtain Turner.

71 


years of age. he drove his own horse. 
winning 104 out of 107 races.

last place he won being at the Ala-

GOVERNMENT WANTS STATE'S EXHIBIT

The United States government has requested the loan of the State De- 


partment of Health's exhibit at the Panama-Pacific Exposition. 
The govern- 


ment officials desire to display this exhibit in connection with their own at 
the Panama National Exposition, which opens in the city of Panama on 
January 26th. 


After a conference with Governor Brumbaugh, Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, 


Commissioner of Health, advised the United States government Commis- 
sioner, that in view of the arrangements that had been made to bring the 
exhibit intact from California for display in some of the larger cities of 
Pennsylvania, it would be impossible to comply with the request. 


The exhibit visualized the work of the State Department of Health 


during the past ten years and was constructed^ with exceptional care. There 
are models of the State Sanatoria at Mont Alto, Cresson. and Hamburg 
wonderfully complete and constructed on a scale a fraction of an inch to the 
foot and yet showing the most minute details of all the buildings. 


There are transparencies, relief maps, charts, photographs, and figures 


which illustrate in one way or another the exceptional progress which has 
been made in public health work in Pennsylvania. The picture above shows 
the sculptor at work on one 01 the numerous models showing correct and 
incorrect postures of schoolchildren. 


The refinement of the work upon this small bit is an example of the 


care taken with the entire exhibit and shows one of the reasons why it was 
awarded a Grand Prize by the International Jury of Award.
